SCENES IN CASTLE GARDEN. 


Au -Vfternoou !3t>h!ml the IJe»k ol' the Irloney 


Chuncer. 


Most of the emigrants coming to our 


shores are unfitted for even the mild 
bustle an J subdued exeitcmetit of Euro- 
pean city life. 
What anxieties, sur- 


prises, doubts and cares then must as- 
sail them iu their long journeys hither. ] 
Out from quiet German valleys, from i 
the stillness of Holland's meadows, from \ 
the stern and .silent fiords of Norway, 
and the solemn, lonely mountain peaks 
of Switzerland, they come forth into a 
new state of being-, arc engulfed by new 
conditions of existence, foreign even to 
their imaginings in the past. 
One has 


only to move among them for a little 
while to read aright the expression of 
curious apprehension on their faces and 
to understand that it is not simply stu- 
pidity that makes them so slow of com- 
prehension. It must be somewhat de- 
moralizing to an3'body to be treated 


:• persistently like an expressed package 
: and to be hurried across the world witli- 
; out the exercise of any personal volition, 


and -»vith only a vague consciousness of 
beino- forwarded through strange places 
nnd by feebly comprehended ways ac- 
cording to shipper's conti-act. 


• The place where the emigrant is 


most likely to come out of his'paokage 
existence, if only for a brief time, is In 
front of the money changers' desks in 
Civstle Garden. If our American money 
was half as ugly as what he brings to 
exchange for'it, ho might justly view it 
with suspicion, but even its beautv he 
appears to regard as dangerous. Some 
of tin1 Norwegian bank notes are as 
gaudy as a circus poster, but they are 
not pretty, and the only nice, coin's are 
from France. 
So when the immigrant 


gets his hand full of American money 
he goes oil' and, sitting down encircled 
by friends, sets to work to study out 
the gorgeous pictures on the bills and 
the eagles on the gold coins, and the 
surprising bird on the legal dollar. The 
piece of paper that troubles him most, 
as a rule, is the memorandum of ex- 
change that the broker gives to hint. 
He may be seen gravely consulting his 
fellows as to how much they think it 
may be worth, and looking back at the 
man who gave it with an expression of 
mingled admiration for the person who 
can make money so easily and suspi- 
cion of the legitimacy of the proceed- 
ing. 
By and by an 'interpreter comes 


along, explains what it is, and then the 
immigrant's face brightens: his mind is 
once more easy. 
The memorandum is 


the safeguard he holds. He is guaran- 
teed here the very highest rate's of ex- 
change, and this', bit of paper must 
^showthat he hassobcen paid, whatever 
th(Tr;;!:!ig figures moy bo at the day 
and hour of tkf exchange. 
It is by no 


means an uncommon thing for the 
smarter and more suspicious..^immi- 
grants to go out of the Garden and ui-v, 
to sell their coin at brokers' ollices in 
Wall street, but almost invariably they 
go back to trade, finding that they can- 
not get so gooil a price elsewhere. 
Some of them get their money changed 
at Bremen, but not so many as former- 
ly. Two years ago shrewd counterfeit- 
ers foisted upon honest Bremen bank- 
ers a large quantity of counterfeit 
American greenbacks, which were in- 
nocently passed to emigrants. Tho 
trick was speedily discovered, and the 
further issue of the spurious money 
stopped, but the memory of the. affair 
is still held in Germany, and the ex- 
change business of Bremen has suffered. 
To guard against a repetition of the 
fraud, immigrants who bring American 
money are always asked to show it to 
some of the officials of the Garden. 
Considerable amounts are brought in 
the form of drafts on banking houses. 


An active, keen-eyed money changer, 


in a lull in hi.s business at the Garden, 
said to the visiting reporter: 
"Ao-reat 


majority of the foreigners, not Irish or 
English, now bring the bulk of their 
money in drafts, but even those who do 
so frequently come to us to change the 
small sinus they have left from what 
they kept in c:ish for contingencies. 
Hei-c they generally recognize the full 
value of their foreign money ends. Oc- 
casionally, however, we have had in- 
stances of their going through here to 
the West carrying their foreign money 
with them, sometimes in pretty con- 
siderable sums; and, finding that they 
could not get there what it was worth, 
they have reshippcd it to us b}' express 
for exchange. The Irish and English 
often come with 
exceedingly small 


amounts to be changed, from a six- 
pence up. 
The Scandinavians all come 


with a pretty well established idea of 
keeping their business to themselves, 
often carry large drafts and not infre- 
quently have a good deal of money 
changed by us, but whether we change 
one dollar OL- a hundred for a Scandi- 
navian, neither the amount nor his 
manner gives the slightest indication of 
how much more he may have in store. 
The Hungarians and Bohemians arc the 
most destitute, often coming absolutely 
penniless iiutl requiring to be fed, even 
while they are here, so that it is "a sort 
of surprise party for us if one of them 
comes up to gi-t a coin changed. 
They 


are even poorer than the Irish. 
The 


Hollanders arc well fixed, have drafts 
generally and are calmly independent. 
The Germans coming now are mostly 
poor people looking for work, not so 
many with money to buy homesteads or 
start small businesses 
as formerly. 


They seem to have had to pay their full 
share for keeping up the backing of 
Bismarck's ' blooa-and-iron' policy.0 It 
is curious how they will run by ship 
loads, in streaks, as one might say. 
One ship load will come in, every inde- 
pendent individual or family head in 
which will seem to want to have money 
changed. In the very next load not one 
in. 100 will want as much as change for 
a shilling. The women are the°ones 
who seem to come with the least, from 
all countries, and it would make you 
sad to see sometimes how little the pool- 
things have, and how wistfully and 
anxiously they count the small bits of 
silver or copper with which we <riyo 
them change for their last coin." 


As the immigrants enter the garden 


from the landing stage they all have to 
pass through narrow gangways, which 
bring them in single lite below two offi- 
cials successively at the side of each 
gangway. 
Thr/lirst registers the name 


of each individual arriving, what vessel 
they come by, whore they are from, the 
number in family, their destination by 
States and their several occupations. 
There is no time to waste here, for, 
though the registers work hard and 
steadily from 
half-past seven in the 


morning until ottcn eight or nine o'clock 
at night, all four gangways arc kept 
constantly full, and the entries are, as 
far as is consistent with clear-ness, made 
by abbreviations. When the immigrant 
is asked his name, the chances are"that 
he has to lay clown a big satchel or some 
other heavy bundle that he has carried 
up to this moment, unbutton his over- 
coat, often his leather coat under that, 
and almost always a vest or two, from 
.some mysterious recess of which he 
draws forth his passage contract, his 
tickets for inland travel (if he has al- 
ready purchased 
them on the other 


side), perhaps hi.s baptismal certificate, 
and some other papers. The register 
knows by experience that it is of no use 
to keep shouting at him to merely tell 
his name and answer the questions. To 
do so would merely confuse the poor 
fellow and make him all the slower iu 
his movements, and he is bound to es- 
tablish his individuality by documentary 
evidence, however long it takes him. 
While waiting for him, the register 
shouts to those next in line to get their 
tickets ready, and the succeeding three 
or four move on pretty rapidly. Then 
comes another who lias not heard the 
order, and another delay occurs. "Must 
have patience here.'1 comments the reg- 
ister, turning with a grim smile to the 
reporter. 
The women are generally 


much more prompt than the men in 
having their papers ready, generally 
coming up with them in hand, knowing 
by this time t h a t thev are simply pack- 
ages, that the.-e papers are their labels 
and they are to he forwarded some- 
where ; but when called upon to come 
out of the animated package condition 
and answer some qumtions, they are 
lost.

The distance is only a few feet, j'et in 
that short space some of them who 
have a particular genius for making 
trouble have already got their papers 
buttoned up again in the innermost re- 
cesses of their clothing. 
Hero it is

The clerk looks up with a quick, ex- 
perienced glance

where the person before him is from, 
and demands: "lloor reiser Du hen?" 
or "Woreisen sie hin?" or "On allez 
vous?" or "lloor skill Du resa til?" ac- 
cording as the person before him is 
Danish, German, French or Swedish; 
but 
if the 
hrosid countenance of an 


Emerald Islander meets his eye, he 
puts the same query in the familiar 
form, "Fwhere are' ye goin'?" 
Out 


come the papers 
again. 
One has a 


ticket for inland travel, and is prompt- 
ly reduced to his normal condition of 
package, by being set aside by a Gar- 
den olliecr, who tells him he will be 
collected ami shipped at live o'clock. 
Another, who has no ticket, is permitted 
i\> retain his personality of being iv 
little longer, until lie shall have boiight 
a ticket at Ihe lo/yrvl ollice twenty 
feet away, to facilitate his doing which 
the assistant, booking clerk gisves him u 
fillcd-ont 
memorandum 
to"" the 
chief 


booking clerk, telling just where he 
wants to go and what the price of his 
ticket will be. 
About this time the im- 


migrant, escaped from the gangway, 
finds himself near the exchange desks, 
which confront the railroad ollice, and 
by conspicuously posted signs in several 
languages is informed of the market 
rates of his foreign money. 


"As a rule, tin; Germans rather pre- 


fer coin"—the exchange clerk resumes 
conversation, turning back from plant- 
ing a hanufui of gold and silver with 
loud melodious clank 
and 
clatter — 


"except the more 
intelligent ones. 


The more ignorant the people are the 
more they cling to the solid metal. Just 
one grade below some of them would 
admit of nothing but wampum or beads. 
Taper appeals to the appreciation of 
brains 
No, ma'am, I am not the 


general 
information 
bureau. 
That 


handsome gentleman over there is,

Probably five per cent, of the Swedes 
and Norwegians who come ovur have 
been here before, and have gone back 
to pilot out their friends with the aid of 
their experience in having once gone

way, and don't say a word, ami "when 
the time, comes you'll be shipped right 
along all the same as if you had asked 
all about it and been told.

before the new arrivals, anil only make 
bother. 
There is one of llieui. a 


woman, al it now. She shouldn't be lot 
in on this floor, but, in such crowded, 
busy times as these it is almost impossi- 
ble to enforce regulations strictly, and 
there are sonic women who can't be, 
kept out any way." 
j 


So he chatted on, [iu three different 


languages w i t h equal freedom, in the 
course of his conversation with the re-', 
porter and the interjected replies to' 
three other persons; occasionally punc- 
tuating his remarks by rapidty making 
change of American for foreign money! 
which he does with as much ease and 
freedom 
from calculation as if the 


transactions wen; no more than giving 
two nicklesfor a dime, and so he goes 
on all the day long. 


The Irish woman whom he has al-l 


ready spotted as one. who should not be 
on the lloor comes bustling up with a, 
younger one, an immigrant, and super-1 
vises the exchange of her wealth. 
It 


amounts to fifty-seven 
cents. The! 


elder one suspiciously examines each 
coin, trying one quarter with her teeth, 
and imperatively demands of the clerk' 
if there shouldn't be a cent more. 
He 


awes her by a majestic look and elo- 
quent silence, and 
she goes away 


grumbling. 


A sturdy Norwegian comes up, in the 


van of halt' a do/.cu like him, lays down! 
three ten-kron notes, gets his change,: 
and walks off followed by the others.1 
A wretched pair, a thin, sickly-looking! 
girl and a lean old woman, both very! 
shabbily dressed, come forward and the' 
giii extracts from a leathern purse tied 
up in the corner of a handkerchief a; 
solitary sovereign, evidently their last 
remaining coin. When they receive the1 
change the girl's hands are trembling 
so that she can hardly pick up the 
pieces, and the old woman is shaking 
so with nervousness, as she takes them 
from her, that one penny drops upon 
the lloor, to be promptly rescued and 
restored by a tall, good-looking young 
German, whose bashful blush as ho 
hands it to the girl is reflected by a' 
faint color upon her hollow cheeks. 
The sturdy Norwegian and his follow- 
ers, having doubtless satisfied them- 


selves that 
the former exchange was 
; 


honest, come back, rango themselves j 
jefore the counter, and each man, after 
; 


some violent tugging at the mysterious 
fastnesses of his inner raiment, brings 
;o light a fat wallet containing Hot he- 
burg bank notes of various denomina- 
tions. 
Iu ten minutes they have made 


exchanges amounting in the irross to 
; 


nearly 82.000.

—Only manure in a soluble condition 


should bo used on 
rapidly-growing 


plants like early vegetables. 
Even 


grass and all sowed crops will grow 
much faster when the manure is well 
rotted. 
Fertilizers are never bene- 


ficial to any crop until they are de- 
composed. 


—It is a good plan occasionally to 


seed down a garden to grass and choose 
a new plot of ground. 
When tlio 


weeds are kept down and none allowed 
to grow to seed, it may not, be neces- 
sary, but even then vegetables grown 
on. land constant^' iu 
UM; an.' nol so 


sweet and tender as when planted on 
land that has not been disturbed by the 
plow year after year. 


—The best soil for sweet potatoes is 


a sandy loam. 
If sand largely predom- 


inates they will flourish if well"manure.I. 
New ground or virgin soil is especially 
favorable for this crop. 
It is the com- 


mon practice to sow buckwheat on new 
land for the first crop and then to plant 
sweet potatoes for the second. 
An 


abundant crop is the general result. In 
a heavy loam the vines grow luxuriant- 
ly, but the tubers are generally small, 
rooty and of inferior quality. In clayey 
soil sweet potatoes will not thrive. 


—Planting in Orchards.—There is a 


general reluctance to give up the soil of 
the orchard entirely to the trees-. 
While 


the orchard is young it is best to culti- 
vate it thoroughly, and hoed crops, like 
potatoes, roots, etc., can be grown as 
a. present pay for the 
trouble, but 


as the trees get older and shade the 
ground, nothing else, but fruit should 
be expected from the orchard. 
It is 
:a good practice to pasture hogs in the 
[orchard in clover sown for the pur- 
pose, as it is one of the best methods 
of enriching the soil and at the same 
time destroying insects. 


—One Loaf of 
Graham Bread.-- 


Three tablespoonfuls of sweet milk, tw< 
tablespoonfnls of boiling water, one 
fourth of a cake compressed yeast. Mb 
with a spoon, still', with white. Hour 
cover, and put in a warm place to risi 
overnight, (this is the sponge); in UK 
morning add a quarter of a cupful o. 
milk, warmed by two tablespoonfuls ol 
boiling water, one-third of a teaspoon 
ful of salt, one-third of a cupful of mo 
lasses, one-third of a cupful of mcllei 
butter; mix with a spoon to a stiff bat- 
ter with Graham flour; beat well; buttei 
a bread-pan, pour in the mixture, ami 
place in a warm position to rise nnti' 
nearly to the top of the pan? bake om 
hour in a moderate oven. 
When done, 


roll in a clean towel, with a blanket 
outside, until cold. 


—To Destroy Sheep Ticks.—Dip eacl: 


animal in a wash made by steeping fom 
pounds of tobacco stems 'iu twenty gal- 
Ions of water, and then adding to .the 
mixture one pound of sulphur. 
The 


water should be kept just below the 
boiling point while the tobacco is steep 
ing. 
The sulphur is to be added aftei 


the liquor is cooled. The temperature 
of the wash should be kept sit about li'l 
dcg. Fahr. 
while 
the animals an 


being dipped. 
A large trough or hall 


hogshead will bo needed for holding 
the liquor, and an inclined platforn 
should be placed near the vat, on wliicl: 
the sheep can stand while the surplu.> 
wash drains back into the tub or vat. 
Two applications, ten days apart, wil 
thoroughly rid a flock, not only of ticks 
but of any other insects which may in 
fest it. 


—It seems that oysters may be arti- 


ficially propagated by chopping up tin 
male and female oysters together. Dr. 
W. J. Brace says that the young oyster.-- 
thereupon immediately begin forming. 
In a few hours the embryo can swim 11 
the water. Its shells, at first small am 
apart, soon grow down over the edges 
and finally form the hinge. 
In twenty- 


four hours it is able to take food, and 
it grows to a size sufficient for food in 
abotij three years.

contains from six to nine million eggs 
A large oyster contains fifty million 
eggs!

There has arisen among the constables 


and other officers, considerable grumb- 
ling about the manner in which their 
bills fin-services have been cut down by 
the County 
Board, and especially on 


lieir lees for 
attendance upon court, 


.'he officers claim that for attending upon 
ourt with a prisoner the statutes allow 
hem SJ.50 a day, whether they are in 
ourt a full day or not, and in times past 
hese bills have been allowed as thus 
nude out. 
They claim that they are en- 


itted to this fee for every prisoner 
I'hom they attend to court, and oceasiou- 
liy they have more than one prisoner, 
n the same court the same day, and 
ometimes two or three prisoners in dif- 
eivnl courts. For each attendance they 
•barge up 81.50, which they claim is the 
imount Used upon by the statutes. The 
Justices of the Peace in taxing up the 
•osls include this §1.50 for every prisomr 
Hid if a man pays his tine and cosls, the 
lilicer receives this §1.50 in cash. If 
lowever, the costs are not paid, and are 
•harged up to the county, the bill is now 
iiit down. 


Tho lirst time the Board began cutting 


;hese bills was at the meeting a year ago, 
when it was claimed that SI.50 a day W.IH 
.he fee allowed the sheriff ami his dcpn- 
:ie.-i for attendance upon the circuit court, 
.iml that all that the court ought to pay 
'or constables and ollicers attending po- 
ieo and justice courts was fifty cents for 
jvery half day, or one dollar per day; and 
the bills were cut down on that basis. 
Dissatisfaction was felt, and an appeal to 
:he law taken, which is still undecided, 
bnt which will probably soon reach some 
finding at the hands of Judge Conger. 


Now these bills have been cut down 


still further, by allowing only one attend- 
ance fee for any one day, no matter how 
few or how many prisoners are brought 
np by an oilicor. Those who hold that 
the, .Board can thus cut down the bills 
claim that an ollicm- is only entitled to 
h'fty cents for each half day when in at- 
tendance by order of the court, and that 
he really has no right to any fee unless in 
attendance "by order of the court." li 
receiving one day's attendance fee he is 
paid 
for 
the whole day's 
work, no 


matter whether he has attended one 01 
twenty prisoners. It is claimed that un- 
der the old way of allowing bills, an ofli 
cor might bring six tramps into tho Folici 
Court, and not be there more than hal 
an hour with them, and get SJ.50 eacl 
for attendance, or §!) for a half-hour o 
hour's work.
